HAHOST indicates he resigned iron the Hungarian Foreign Sarrloe in October

are concerned and as a known Anglophile* He was closely associated with 
Admiral HOKTHI and was diaa&head from the Hungarian diplomatic terries whan 
KGSTHI retired* HAROST arrived in Spain in 19L6 where he unsuccessfully in- 
vested sons funds In a mining venture and experienced financial difficulties 
even though he received help from the British, 

Inasmuch aa the Spanish Government has never recognised the present Communist 
regime In Budapest nor since World War II exchanged official diplomatic repre- 
sentatives, the affairs of the Royal Hungarian Legation in Madrid were up to 
early 19is9 handled by the f o rmer chancellor of the Legation, Then in April 
19L9, the Spanish Ministry of Foreign Affairs handed the Legation building over 
to Fereoo MAR06T who was living in Madrid aa a private citizen, P5AK06Y, as an 
anti-conmnlat exile, ex-Mlnlster and representative of the Hungarian Rational 
Gommlttee, was recognized by the Spaniards on a quasi-official basis as the 
rightful diplomatic custodian of Hungarian affairs in Spain and was given the 
honorary or courtesy title of Minister which he enjoys to date* The Legation 
presumably represents r&n-Comaonlst Hungary and is charged with matters in- 
volving Hungarian todies, Mr, and Mrs* MAROSX reside at the Legation proper 
which Is located at Castellans 1*9, ^adrld, and are not very active in Madrid 
society, MAROSl oocasaionolly issues passports and entertains the Hungarian 
colony, in the past it has been reported that the Legation personnel appear 
to be in a rather precarious financial state. Information dated 1950 reports 
that MAKOST was the leader of the pro-German bloc in the Hungarian, Foreign 
Office which accounts for the animosity toward him afforded by seas of tee 
emigres* ife is described as not particularly clever and probably not a war 
criminal.
